25 reports that Kowal Laczkowsk 
was sentenced to death in 
Inowroclaw, Province of Pomorze, 
for having denounced a German 
spy to Polish authorities before 
German troops entered the city. 
‘Ostdeutscher Beobachter' of April 
24 states death sentences passed 
on several Poles charged with 
various offences ranging from at- 
tacking a German man in Wolynia 
to singing Polish anthems. Jozef 
Kozak, a Polish printer, was exe- 
cuted for singing of the Polish: 
national anthem.” i 
The statement says that the 
Hitler youth In Poland is:train- 
ed “ln varlous methods of per- 
secuting Poles” and quotes a 
Nazl newspaper containing 
“laudable comment” on two 
members of the Hitler Jugend 
who alded German authoritles 
in the oapture of mon wanted 
by the police. 


Description Of 
Recruiting . 
Recruiting for work in the 

Reich is described as follows: 

“With the coming of Spring, the 
German authorities in Poland be- 
Ban anew the process of re- 
cruiting Polish workjng forces 
for the Reich. Undoubtedly, 
German actions in this respect 
will undergo: several stages. First, 
the Germans tempt the hunger- 
stricken populatian with various 
Promises, then, | gradually, they 
employ more radical measures of 
force, flnally it ends similarly to 
the last year's procedure—brutal 
‘man-hunting’ in the cities, 
villages and streets. 

“The first stage in this pro- 
cedure is characterised by a com- 
mentary in the ‘Krakauer Zeitung’ 
Of April 23, which states that the 
Polish workers have ohanged 
their attitude and are enrolling 
‘Voluntarily to leave for the 
Reich. The inducements are bet- 
ter wages than those received.

While the rumble of 
coming battle grows loud- 
“er in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean a strange quiet 
hovers over the Western 
gateway. There is a great 
deal of talk about Gibral- 
tar, but little news of any 
kind from the fortress it- 
self, standing calm above 
the almost empty straits 
with ears and guns cock- 
ed for the threatened at- 
tack. In this suspense, 
special interest attaches 
to a brief dispatch an- 
nouncing that Viscount 
Gort, now commander of 
the British garrison on 
the Rock, paid an officias 
visit to General Munoz 
Grande, Spanish military 
governor of Algeciras. In-! 
terest is heightened by 
the statement that the 
visit will be returned “‘late 
this month,” an intima. 
tion that no immediate 
break is expected in 
Anglo-Spanish relations. 
We can be sure that the 
British general did not 
cross the line to discuss 
the weather with the 
Spanish general. It is not 
by accident that the visit 
coincides with the change 
in the attitude of Vichy 
and shifts in the Franco 
government seeming- 
ly aimed at curbing the 
power of the Spanish 
Fascists, the Falange. 
General Franco has been 
stalling ever since the war, 
started. He has made it 
quite clear that Gibraltar 
and uncertain gains in 
Africa are not worth the 
grave risk of opening hun-; 
gry and divided Spain to 
invading armies. Even 
Hitler appears hesitant 
to march into the Spanish

“She 
doesn't know anything yet, but— 
leave it to me,” replied Goebbels. 

Frau Wagner, English-born, 
middle-aged and mother of three 
children, was not beautiful, but 
had great natural charm. 


Tactless 


For his first meeting (which: 
Goebbels had engineered) with 
Frau Wagner, - Hitler made 
elaborate preparations. 

He visited a dentist to have his 
decayed teeth made gold ones, 
and he also replenished his ward- 
robe. 

Frau Wagner was not impress- 
ed—at first. 

When she asked him what 
opera he liked best, he tactlessly 
replied “The Merry Widow.” . . 


So, day after day, Hitler accom- 
nanied Frau Warner to the 
Wagner Festival. The romance 
was developing, 

Meanwhile, Himmler, in Ber- 
lin, saw the prospect of big 
money for the Nazi party com- 
ing from Hugenberg, the million- | 
aire newspaper owner and film 
magnate, 

Every day he ‘was ringing 
up to have a word with Hitler, 
and every day the excuse had 
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BLCAUSF YOUR ACCOUNTS ARE 
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to be given, “Dor Fuohrer is 

Iletening to Wagner music.” 

At all costs, Himmler decided, 
the Wagner idyll in Bayreuth 
must be brought to an end and 
Hitler must return to Berlin. 

The result was an article in 
the “Berliner Illustrierte Zeitung” 
which posed the question: “Was 
Richard Wagner a Jew?" 


Erna Ran Away 


When Hitler read the article, 
he furiously summoned his body- 
guard and left Bayreuth —and 
Frau Wagner — within an hour. 

Another unlucky Hitler woo- 
ing was that of Erna Han/staengt. 
Erna, a_ cultured Society girl, 
treated his courting as a joke. 

Dally he sent her flowers; 
blushingly he Presented her 
with his best painting. But so 
tired did Erna become of his 
attentions that she ran away to 

Switzerland. 

Renate Mueller, the popular 
German film actress, who made 
a film in England, was introduced 
to Hitler by Goebbels. 

They had many meetings, but 
the projected yomance did not 
materialise, Miss Mueller died 
suddenly. Reports that she com. 
mitted suicide were officially 
denied.
